been inocu lated. The doctor got the 
su rprise of a life which he had de­ 
voted to medical research— the fer­ 
ret stared .back at him with bright, 
viciou s eyes, dangerou sly healthy. 
That marked 
a milestone 
in 
a 
work which began in 19 20, 
after 
the deadly World War I 
flu 
epi­ 
demic. The medical profession knew 
two things— influ enza w’ou ld 
strike 
again in twenty years and no pre­ 
ventative had been fou nd. 
For 19 years the doctors worked. 
Bu t vaccines taken from 
influ enza- 
infected ferrets proved 
ineffective 
the vaccinated ferrets died as easily 
as the others. Then fate stepped in. 
In November, 
19 39 , 
fou r 
ferrets 
contracted distemper and died. Fear 
was felt in the Rockefeller 
labora­ 
tories—if the distemper spread, all 
the costly ferrets might 
die. 
Dis­ 
temper 
shots 
were 
administered. 
Then, following the two-decades-old 
rou tine, the ferrets were inocu lated 
with the flu viru s. And they didn’t 
get sick! 
Had the long sou ght solu tion 
to 
flu been fou nd? For 
months 
the 
doctors w7orked with their new vac­ 
cine, consisting of distemper and in­ 
flu enza 
solu tions 
mixed. 
Hu man 
volu nteers were 
called 
for 
tests. 
And it was fou nd that the new vac­ 
cine pu t into their blood 70 times 


the normal 
amou nt 
of 
influ enza- 
fighting antibodies. 
The tests still go on— the medical 
profession never claims su ccess u n­ 
till it is certain beyond q u estion. In 
j the meantime, hu ndreds of 
thou s- 
j ands of doses of the new 
vaccine 
| have been sent to England, wThere 
I the influ enza plagu e 
is 
a 
dread 
j possibility as a resu lt of war con- 
! ditions. Soon the world will know 
I definitely wrhether a certain immu n-j 
! izing agent for influ enza has at last 
been fou nd.
